DR. GEORGE W. COX 


State Health Officer 


A young man’s ambition formed 
nearly thirty years ago materialized 
on December 15 when Dr. George W. 
Cox was chosen State Health Offi­ 
cer. 
Through busy years in prac­ 
tice of medicine and surgery Dr. Cox 
nursed the desire to engage in pub­ 
lic health work. 
Dr. Cox as a youth­ 
ful physician accepted appointment 
of Governor Thomas M. Campbell to 
be in charge of quarantine stations 
at Brownsville and Corpus Christi.

Later he practiced medicine at

where he has practiced general med­ 
icine and surgery for the past seven­ 
teen years. 
Dr. Cox was a charter member and 
is past president of the Del Rio Ro­ 
tary Club and has ben active in all 
civic affairs of his town.

the largest in the nation. 
Although pecans came under the 
! c lassification of small miscellaneous 
crops, they have possibilities for de­ 
veloping into an important business 
in the future. 
Already the value has 
grown from $850,000 in 19 32 to ov- 
! er two million in 19 35. 
With cultivation centered around 
the counties of San 
Saba, Brown, 
i Tom Green, Kimble, Llano, Burnet, 
I I>ampasas and Guadalupe, these nuts 
• are also grown in more than 50 oth­ 
er counties. 
Several orchards have 
been planted, but native trees still 
furnish most of the crop. 


Farmers who have begun to look 
around 
for 
something other than 
cotton with which to earn a living 
have turned their attenton to this 
industry. 
A good crop usually comes 
every two years, and at that time 
heavy shipments are made out 
of 
the state. 


There is one one pecan-shelling, 
packing, salting and candy-making 
factory in 
Texas, so a large sur­ 
plus of Texas nuts is shipped to oth­ 
er states to be shelled. 
This is one 
more instance where Texas is miss­ 
ing out on an opportunity to keep 
money in the state through lack of 
the necessary manufacturing facil­ 
ities.

line from producer to 


consumer on raw nuts is almost di­ 
rect, but 
the 
shelled, cellophane 


wrapped pecans have traveled a long 
way from home before they return.
